Notwithstanding the frequent boasts 


about tthe United States having 
the 


largest per capita circulation of any 
country on earth, the New York bank- 
ers are urging Congress to enact some 
legislation that -will enlarge the money 
supply. The -national bank circulation, 
under present conditions, must remain 
limited because it has no other basis 
than government bonds, and the vol- 
ume of these is not large. Besides, if 
the 
government 
should 
cancel 
its 


bonded debt -there would be no basis 


!j at all for a bank note currency. 


It is agreed by the heavy banking 


Interests'that some forni of asset bank- 
Ing should

legalized. But

It was ftrst proposed

State,

bonds, approved by the 
Secretary of 


the Treasury, be used as a basis for 
bank note issues, but this was speedily 
shown to be impossible.

removed by the City Garbage Crematory 
or such other crematory as may be here- 
a£ter legally established at regular 
in- 


tervals of once a week or oftener if nec- 
essary, aud must be taken to the City 
Garbage Crematory or other such cre- 
matory as may be hereafter legally es- 
tablished in said city and must be con- 
sumed 
and 
incinerated therein to an 


odorless ash and such crematory 
shall 
likewise 
remove all ashes and 
waste 
matter. For such services the occupant, 
tenant or lessee of each bouse or flat 
shall pay to the authorized agent or col- 
lector of the City or other garbage cre- 
matory the sum of 35 cents per month 
for each 10-gallou garbage cau removed 
once, a week or less per month; and for 
such can removed additional to a re- 
moval of once a week 7 1-2 cents 
per 


can. 
The removal of all ashes and waste 
matter shall be optional with the -tenant, 
lessee 
or 
occupant of every residence 
house or flat and must, when required, 
be removed free of charge, provided such 
ashes and waste matter amount to ten 
gallons or less per week, for any person 
paying for the removal of garbage from 
tile same premises, and $1 per cubic yard 
for 
any excess above ten gallons per 
week. 
Any 
person 
having 
ashes or. 
waste matter removed from a residence 
house or flat from which said crematory ] 
does not remove garbage, shall pay 
35 


cents 
per month for having trie same 
removed weekly and amounting to ten 
gallons 
or 
less weekly; and if more 
shall pay $1 per cubic yard for such 
waste matter or ashes removed." 


At Nusbaumer's suggestion the follow- 
ing was added to Section No. U: 
"Further provided, however, that any 
person producing garbage may make a 
contract for the removal of such gar- 
bage to beyond city limits for remunera- 
tion for such garbage, shall be allowed 
to do, but such person must first obtain 
permit from the Board of Health of 
the city of Oakland that the person ao 
removing 
garbage Is properly equipped 
to do so in a sanitary manner and san- 
itary condition of the city; and that the 
person so having the same removed is 
receiving remuneration thereof; and sucn 
removal must comply with all the pro- 
visions of this ordinance for the segrega- 
tion, removal and transportation of gar- 
bage." 


Section No. 7 was amended to read: 
"AH 
accumulations of garbage origi- 
nating at any store, shop, business house 
boarding-house, meat, vegetable, or fish 
stand- or other place not a private resi- 
dence, 
shall be removed and burned in 
the garbage furnace of the City Gar- 
bage Crematory or other garbage cre- 
matory legally established, to an odor- 
less ash, a.nd such crematory shall also 
remove all ashes. All such garbage ac- 
cumulations 
shall 
be kept upon such 
premises In receptacles furnished 'by the 
city Garbage Crematory or other legal- 
ly established crematory as provided in 
Section 4 and 
5 of this ordinance; 
for 


such service each keeper of such a busi- 
ness 
house,, 
meat, vegetable or fish 
stand or place other than a private resi- 
dence and all apartment houses contain-

Be it ordained by the Council o£ the 
City of Oakland, as follows: 


SECTION 1. 


For the purpose of this ordinance the 
word "garbage" shall be held to include 
and mean kitchen and table refuse and 
offal, swill, and also every accumulation 
of animal, vegetable and other matter 
that attends the preparation, consump- 
tion, decay or dealing In or storage of 
meats, fish, fowls, birds, fruits or vege- 
table (saving and excepting that dead 
animals and offal of slaghter houses are 
not included within the meaning of said 
word "garbage" as herein defined.) 
The term "Waste Matter" shall Include 
and be held to mean crockery, bottles, 
broken 
brick, 
tin 
vessels, trimmings 
from lawns and flower gardens, paste- 
board boxes, berry boxes, paper, straw, 
saw-dust, 
packing materials, shavings, 
boxes, 
natural soil, street sweepings, 
earth and stone and all non-combustible 
waste matter. The term "Ashes" 
shall 
be held to Include and moan the residue 
-of materials burned. The term "night 
soil" shall include and mean the contents 
of privy vaults, cess pools, dry wells and 
sinks. 


SECTION 2. 


Aii garbage and night soil collected in 
said city shall be consumed and Inciner- 
ated to an odorless ash in t,he Garbage 
Furnace of the City Garbage Crematory 
purchased by said City, or shall be con- 
sumed and created to an odorless ash in 
any crematory hereafter legally estab- 
lished in said City: provided, however, 
that all waste matter and ashes shall he 
kept separate from the receptacles used 
Cor garbage. No garbage or waste mat- 
ter shall be burned upon any street, al- 
ley, 
pai-k, water way, highway or public 
place, or upon any premises, in the open 
air within the corporate limits of said 
city. 


SECTION 3. 


It shall be unlawful for any person, or 
persons, to throw or deposit, or cause to 
be thrown, or deposited or placed, or to 
permit the throwing, depositing or plac- 
ing- of any garbage, night soil or waste 
matter, manure, brick and plaster, (ex- 
cept when said brick and piaster are to 
be used in building: operations or in con- 
nection with building permits,) of
